WOOD & PELLET STOVE SAFETY 

As the temperature drops outside, wood and pellet stoves begin 

tobe used inside the home. They offer warmth and give our 

homes that cozy feeling. What you may not realize is that heating 

‘equipment is one ofthe leading causes of home fires during the 

‘winter months. Below are some tips to help keep you ste: 

+ Have a QUALIFIED profesional install stoves, chimney 
connectors, and chimneys. 

‘Stoves should be listed by a qualified testing laboratory 

+ Inwood stoves, burn only DRY, seasoned wood. In pellet 
stoves, burn only dry, seasoned wood pellets 

‘+ Have your chimney and stove INSPECTED and cleaned by 
certified chimney sweep every fll just before heating season, 

+ CLEAN the inside of your stove periodically using a wire brush 

+ Keep a CLOSE EYE on children whenever a wood or pellet 
stove fs being wsed. Remind them to stay at least 3 fet away 

from the stove 

‘Stoves need SPACE. Keep anything that can burn atleast 3 feet 

away from the stove 

INSTALL and maintain carbon monexide alarms (CO) outside 

‘ach sleeping area and on every level ofthe home. For the best 

protection, interconnect the CO alarms. When one sounds, 

they all sound, 

+ Allow ashes to COOL before disposing of them, Place ashes in 
‘covered metal container Keep the container at least 10 fet, 
away from the home and other buildings. 











CARBON MONOXIDE, 
(Often called the invisible killer, carbon monoxide is an odorless, 
colorless gas created when fuels (such as gasoline, wood, coal 
‘natural gas, propane, oil, and methane) bura incompletely. In 
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the home, heating and cooking equipment that burn fuel are 
potential sources of carbon monoxide, Vehicles or generators 
running in an atached garage can also produce dangerous 
levels of carbon monoxide, 


Facts & figures 
+ he dangers of CO exposure depend on a mumber of 
variables, including the victims health and activity level. 
Infants, pregnant women, and people with physical 
conditions that limit their body’ ability to se oxygen 
(ie-emphysema, asthma, heart disease) can be more 
severely affected by lower concentrations af CO than 
healthy adults would be. 
+ A person can be poisoned by a small amount of CO over 
longer period of time or bya large amount of CO over a 
shorter amount of time, 
12010, US. fre departments responded to an estimated 
‘0,100 non-fre CO incidents in which carbon monoxide 
was found, or an average of nine such calls per hour. The 
‘number of incidents increased 96 percent from 40,900 
incidents reported in 2003, This increase is most likely 
{due tothe increased use af CO detectors, which alert 
peopleto the presence of CO. 


HALLOWEEN SAFETY 
(Children dressed in costumes excitedly running door to 
door to trick-or-treat, festive decorations lik glowing 
jack-o-lanterns, paper ghosts and dried cornstalks adorning 
front porches these are some ofthe clasic hallmarks of 
‘Hialloyeen that make the holiday special for kids and adults 
alike 


Unfortunately, these Halloween symbols and activities can 
also present lurking fre risks that have the potential to 
bbecome truly sary. But by planning ahead, you can help 
‘make thie Halloscen a fire-safe one. Taking simple fie safety 
precautions like keeping decorations faraway from open 
flames and using battery-operated candles or glow-stcks in 
lanterns can elp ensure your holiday remains festive 





+ Keep decorations far away from open flames and other 
teat sources ike lightbulbs and esters. Remember to 
cep all of your home’ exits clear of decorations s0 
nothing blacks escape routes. 

+ Use battery-operated candles or glow sticks in 
jack-o-lanterns 

+ Use flashlights as alternatives to candles or torch lights 
when decorating walksways and yards, They are much safer 
{or trick-or-treaers whose costumes may brush up against 
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the lighting as they walk to fom your door

‘combination department? A combination department means 
that both career and volunteer members work together to 
provide emergency services tothe residents, businesses and 
visitors of Tolland. Our smal career staff ison duty Monday 
through Friday covering the hours of 700 am ta 430 pm. Our 
volunter staff covers nights, weekends and major holidays. 
This type of coverage ie a resourceful and cost-fletive way to 
provide top-level services tothe Town. Career staff may be 
called into work to cover major emergencies or during severe 
‘weather events, Weare grateful that ther ae still a hand 
of volunteers that supplement the carer staff during the 
daytime hours 

The Department operates two ambulances and responds to 
emergency calls 24/7/365, Handling approximately 170 calls 
for fie/medical emergency service cach month. 
‘We havea flexible duty schedule in which volunteer EMTs can 
sign-up for night or weekend shifts. This schedule allows EMTs 
to fit volunteering into their personal schedules 
With the increased emergency call volume we are starting to 
burn-out our core membership. Ife could recruit afew more 
people to assist us we can lighten the load of our members 
possibly hold onto ta these well-trained EMT and extend 
their years of service to the commianity. 
Unfortunately with limited budgeting we have been unable to 





increase the number of career staf. Eventually we wold like 
to have enough career staff to caver from 6:00 am to 6:00 pm, 
This schedule would alla the career staff to caver when our 
volunters are getting ready for their normal workday as well 
as giving them a chance to return home and ge settled in rom 
theie day. At this ime this goa is unobtainable with our current 
small carer staff of only sx,

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About Tolland 


The Town of Tolland, fst settled before 
forty-one square miles and is situated twenty miles northeast of 
Hartford, CT. Tolland, originally apart ofthe Town of Windsor, 
was settled by people who felt that Windsor was becoming over 
crowded and that thir growing families were in need of home 
steads. People had started moving tothe east to lands that had 
bbeen purchased from the Native Americans

(On April 18,1713, a committse was appointed to lay out & 
settlement, and the General Assembly was petitioned to charter
